AT HOULTON AND BLAQJE, AUOOSTOOK

A Farmers' Institute, under arrange- 


ments made by their member of the Board, 
Francis Barnes, Esq., was held in Music 
Hall, Houlton, last Wednesday. 
The 


meeting was called to ordei at 10 o'clock 
A. M., by Mr. Baines, who read the pio- 
gramme for the day and evening, and af- 
ter adding a few pleasant and hearty 
words of welcome, introduced the Secre- 
tary, Hon. Z. A. Gilbert, who responded, 
congratulating the citizens in icgard to 
their beautiful village, the many varieties 
of thriving Indus tiles to be seen on0 cveiy 
hand, and best of all they were surround- 
ed by enterprising farmers in posaessidn 
of the best soil to be found in the State. 
The member from Penobscot County was 
then introduced, and spoke in relation to 
the value and management of Agricultural 
Fairs until the hour of adjournment. 


At 2 o'clock P. li. the meeting was again 


called to older and Hon. T. W. Vose, of 
Bangor, was introduced, and read a paper 
on the subject assigned him—Municipal 
T*axation;WhyandHow." Hequotedfrom 
the Statutes the laws in regard to his sub- 
ject, and then explained' how taxes weie 
assessed, and why the necessity of assess- 
ing them;—gave satisfactory and conclu- 
sive reason why those living in the out- 
skirts of villages and cities should con- 
tribute their share for the necessary mefyjs 
for extinguishing fires, building roads, 
sidewalks, and maintaining such police 
regulations as might be necessary to se- 
cure good order and security to life and 
property. Mr. Vose's long experience as 
City Solicitor enabled him to speak upou 
this subject fluently and without hesita- 
tion. He did not express any opinion as 
to whether the laws could or could not be 
improved by amendments, but read and ex- 
plained them as he found them in the Stat- 
ute book. 
He used language so plain, 


clear and expressive in his explanations of 
the law, that none in the audience could 
help thoroughly understanding the sub- 
ject. He answered, at the conclusion, all 
questions asked, by the audience, in the 
luost pleasant and satisfactory manner. 
Many valuable hints were given to the Se- 
lectmen and Treasurer in, regard to keep- 
ing their acounts with towns to prevent 
trouble and litigation, stating that he had 
occasion last spring to examine the printed 
reports of several towns and found it im- 
possible for even an expert to make the 
accounts balance.

Mr. Barrett Wendell has written anoth- 


er novel. His first, "The Duchess Emilia," 
was well received. It was somewhat far- 
fetched, the plot being based, if we remem- 
ber correctly, upon the flight of a soul in 
Italy into a new-born babe in New Eng- 
land.

To 
still further bind the men to the agreement 
each one is required to deposit $50 with 
his employer, to be taken gradually out of 
their wages.
